lie Quickly Detached. 


One of the latest novelties patented 


1» a novel button fastener, shown In 
the Illustration below, nnd which Is 


designed to boused, 
to secure the but- 
tons to the garment 
so thnt they can 
be quickly detached 
whenever desired. 
The buttons used 
on wash vests and 
similar 
garments 


are generally sew- 
ed on in the usual 


Kcadiiy ~De- manner, but when

To

fectually wash and Iron a wash vest 
the buttons nbouid be removed beforo 
the cleaning process. This entails con- 
siderable work, which Is overcome In 
the novel button fjistenor shown here. 
The button must be of .special design, 
having 
an 
eyo which 
Is Inserted 


through a buttonhole or eyelet hole on 
one side of the garment, and the fas- 
tener secured to tlio button eye on the 
other side. The fastener Is very small, 
being a little longer In length than the 
diameter of the button, and Is made 
of spring wire to Insure elasticity. The 
base lo perfectly straight, terminating 
In a coll spring at one end, the free 
ends of the wire meeting equidistant 
from the coll. 
In the center of the 


upper portion the wire Is bent Into a 
half loop, which engages with the eye 
of the button, the end of the wire be- 
ing deflected to prevent 
the sharp 


edges from catching In and Injuring 
the garment. As well understood, the 
fastener Is used by passing the eye of 
the> btittotlv -fh.'ough 
ra buttonhole />r 


eyelet hole In the garment and clasped 
to the fastener on the other side, the 
colls serving to keep the fastener stiff 
arid, preserve its resilience for indefi- 
nite, use without impairment.

less a false one—that Burgoyne had 
eald, In jest or earnest, that he would

celebration, mistloloo has been borrowed 
from tho paganu of antirjuity nnd Chris- 
tin nixed by the lapse of cMituriea.

1'ersiaris before tho birth of Christ used 
the mistletoe in their sacred ritos, mid 
in pnrts of India pagan priests utill in- 
corporate it in their ritual. 
It figures 


largely in Scandinavian mythology. I5al- 
dnr, tho lion of Odin, though a demigod, 
was slain by a spear of mistletoe, a 
proof of its magic powers. 


It. is from tho Druids of old England, 


however, that mistletoe has come to us. 
The Druidiciil priests, sprung, it is said, 
from th» magi of tho oast, tho wise men 
who worshiped at the cradle of the infant 
Savior, held the mistletoe as their most 
sacred possession, and the cutting of tho 
p."-'tly pnrnslie from the oak, the tree 
which 
UK- 
Druids claimed (lod loved 


more than any other, was attended with 
tho greatest solemnity.

grove.

pretty, and that the proud father 
per- 


sonating Santa Clans should take the 
precaution to equip himself with asbes- 
tos whiskers. 
About the usual number 


of fires are recorded in the country each, 
year ns a result of the inflammable na- 
ture of the Christinas tree nnd its dec- 
orations nnd their careless handling. 


This warning always follows Christ- 


mas just UH the outcry ngainst toy pig- 
tola is raised after the Fourth of July. 
Of course no rose is f"oe from thorns, 
and apparently no holiday can bo ob- 
served in tho conventional fashion-with- 
out risk of accident to tho merrymakers. 
Sputtering candles on a Christmas tree 
are a very real danger, nnd the same may 
bo said of tho 
trees 
themselves, the 


wreaths of ovorgroon and the mistletoe. 
After a day or two they become dry and 
inflammable to n high degree, and in the 
joy of tho celebration risks are run and 
precautions neglected. A tree thus load- 
ed down with presents and decorations 
may become in nn instant a torch capa- 
ble of starting a disastrous fire, as many 
cities discovered the other day, to theif 
groat cost and to the serious discomfort 
of their lire departments. 


My taking preventive measures thou- 


sands of dollars will bo saved every year. 
Trees should be bought late nnd kept 
out doors until used. 
In the case of 


fresh, green trees tho risk will be min- 
imized. 
Candles should not bo too close 


together and should be constantly watch- 
ed. 
Above nil, a wet blanket should 


be it hand, nlso a sponge on a pole long 
enough to reach any point of the trees 
or ceiling. 
So, at least, say the fire 


fighters, who every year have their owa 
Christmas spoiled by the neglect of these 
very obvious precautions.
